Directly after Judge Blair

ruled the motion for a new 
trial in 
♦curt Saturday afternoon and refus­ 
ed Hopkins a parole 
on 
suspended 
sentence, the attorneys for the de­ 
fense prayed for an appeal to the 
supreme court of Indiana. 
Before leaving for 
his 
home 
in 
Shelbyville Saturday 
night 
Judge 
Blair fixed the apical 
bond 
at 
a 
thousand dollars but the bond had not 
arrived so that Hopkins could give it. 
It came this morning and Mrs. Hop­ 
kins came here after it. 
She return­ 
ed to Carthage at noon where she ex­ 
acted to get bond for her husband. 
Tt was thought that she would arrive 
back here about three-thirty o’clock 
and that Hopkins would then be re­ 
leased. 
In the motion for a new tiial the 
defense 
gave five reasons 
why it 
-hould be granted: that Arthur Som­ 
ers, brother of the prosecuting wit­ 
ness, had been allowed to testify to a 
conversation that should have been , 
exeluded from the evidence; that the j 
♦ otirt did not give the tir-t five in­ 
structions asked bv the defense; that 
I 
it had been found since the verdict of 
the 
jury that Hopkins is 
insane, 
which was supported by an aifida\ it 
of his family physician. Hr. J. A. 
Sipe of Carthage, and otlieis; that 
the verdict w a s contrary to the c a ­ 
dence and that the verdict was con­ 
trary to the law. 
Judge Blair took up each tine in 
returning the decision. 
In regard to 
the allegation that Arthur Somers, 
brother of the prosecuting witness, 
^ave testimony that should not have 
lieen allowed, the court replied that it 
was brought out in rebuttal when the 
defense attempted to impeach his 
testimony. Judge Blair said this was 
upheld by many decisions and the de­ 
fense admitted he was right. 
As to the second allegation the 
«ourt said he had covered the in­ 
structions asked by the defense more 
fully than they had demanded. 
As regards the third, Judge Blair 
-aid the insanity of Hopkins alone 
would not be sufficient gro u n d s for a 
new trial. 
It is a question, lie de­ 
clared, whether he had the mental 
power to comprehend the deed. 
Ile 
-aid lie found no fault with the at­ 
torneys for the defense, becau-o they 
had conducted the case iii a very 
satisfactory manner. 
The fact that 
lie was convicted, the court said, was 
no fault of his lawyers. He said the 
wife or sons of Hopkins might have 
made the new evidence known any 


time. 
Judge Blair declared the question 
of clemency had given him great con­ 
cern, because it was one which could 
not be pushed aside lightly. 
There 
are people, lie said, who always want 
to help a man who is down, and add­ 
ed that he ddi not mean to criticize 
them. 
“ Notwithstanding this.*’ he con­ 


tinued, “ I believe 
the 
demand 
of 
society and 
law are such 
that he 
should pay the penalty. I realize it 
will he a hardship on his good wife, 
bot tip is asking the court to do some­ 
thing that he could have done.’’

C. H. Moses of Concord, N. H., re­ 
tiring United States minister to Greeca 
and Montenegro, is the first eyewitness 
of the battles between the allies and 
the Turks to bring back to this coun­ 
try graphic pictures of the grim pre­ 
cision of modern warfare. He saw the 
first gun of the war tired and the first 
defeat of the sultan’s fighting men. 
having been practically the guest of 
King Nicholas. 
“The attack of the allies upon Tur­ 
key was absolutely prearranged,” he 
said. “ Every foot of the campaign and 
the part that each of the I ttle powers 
was to play in tackling their giant 
neighbor aud common enemy 
wer*j 
planned last May. 
At that time a se­ 
cret meeting of the military strategists 
of Montenegro, Bervie, Greece and Bul­ 
garia was beld in a little town in Dal­ 
matia. Accurate Information as to I he 
strength and degree of preparedness of 
the Turks was ia the possession of 
these strategists. They knew just when 
and where to strike. 
Knew War Was Inevitable. 
“I witnessed the mobilization of the 
Greeks a t Athens and then the mobili­ 
zation of the Montenegrins at Cetinje, 
the capital of Montenegro. 
Everything 
went as smoothly as a well oiled ma­ 
chine, and even while the big Europeai 
powers were saying peace could be 
maintained the leaders of the various 
little nations knew war was as inevita­ 
ble as the rising of the sun, because it 
had been determined upon. 
“Two days before the Montenegrins 
opened hostilities King Nicholas, the 
much beloved monarch of the little 
state, called me to an audience and 
gave me an advance tip. 
“ ‘If you will go to Detchich,’ said 
he, naming a little Turkish town just 
across the bottler from Montenegro, 
‘at 8 o’clock next Wednesday morn­ 
ing you will see the first gun of a vic­ 
torious war fired.’ 
“I followed his advice and promptly 
at the dot of 8 a. rn. a big piece of 
field ordnance belched a solid shot 
across tin* valley to the fortifications 
behind tile Turkish town. 
The w ar 
wras on. 
“Instantly all Hie heavy cannon that 
the Montenegrins had secretly moved 
across the frontier during the nighi 
and placed in positions previously se 
lected opened up on the fortifications 
and the Turkish guns replied. 
I stood 
back with the staff of General Martin­ 
ovich. the commander of the Monte­ 
negro army, and watched the action 
through field glasses 
Watching the First 3attie. 
‘i t was glim. 
It was terrible. 
But 
there was something tremendously in 
spiring in the sight of the two columns 
of Montenegrins moving forward with 
the precision of a football squad ad ­ 
vancing the bali, 
Under cover of the 
heavy artillery firing the two columns 
pushed boldly up the heights toward 
the fortify-adons, deploying as they 
went, and noon the roar of volley fir­ 
ing supplied a steady undertone to the 
booming of the heavy guns. 
“I could see the rending and sm ash­ 
ing of the Turkish fortifications under 
the exploding shells from the Monte­ 
negrins’ guns; watched the long line of 
white cottonball puffs along the para­ 
pets where the red crescent flag waved; 
followed the detached blocks of men 
clambering up the heights. Inexorably 
closing In on the doomed fortress. 
“Finally, after about five hours of 
fighting, there was a faint cheer borne 
across the valley, even above the roar 
of guns, aud I saw the Montenegrins 
sweep forward in the final dash up the 
slope to the parapets of the Tort itself. 
Soon it was all over. 
Tile red flag 
wavered and dropped, and in its p’ace 
rose the flag of little Montenegro, while 
bugles saluted it.” 
Montenegrins Wonderful Fighters. 
Mr. Moses sa51 he witnessed two 
other miner engagements at Tuzl and 
TchipehamSk and saw the preliminary 
skirmisher of the siege of Scutari. 
“The Montenegrins are born fight­ 
ers.” said the retiring minister. “Phys­ 
ically they are such magnificent men 
that anybody under six feet in height 
is counted a dwarf. 
General Martino­ 
vich, the commander, Is the one great 
dynamo of the country—commander, 
secretary of state, treasurer and every­ 
thing else combined. 
He is a marvel. 
“The first rictories over the Turks 
were expected by the allies, but it has 
beeu a great surprise to them as we!! 
as to the European observers that the 
Turks have not recovered from their 
Initial reverses. 
The allies expected 
grim resistance, yet they h a \e just ta- 
gun to meet It at the doors of Cen 
stantlnople itself.”

UE return to New* York several 
days ago of Dr. Rudolph An­ 
derson, biologist and second in 
Command of the Stefansson An­ 
derson expedition sent to the arctic in* 
the interests of the American Museum 
of Natural History and the Canadian 
geological survey, marked the end of 
nearly four years and a half of obser­ 
vation and exploration undertaken by 
him and Vilhjalnmr Stefansson. 
It was Dr. Anderson’s job to inves­ 
tigate the conditions of animal life in 
the region of Coronation gulf. a part 
of the body of water separating Vic­ 
toria island from the Mackenzie ter­ 
ritory of the mainland. 
In his collection of 1.000 spcrimens 
are the skins and skeletons of many 
rare animals and birds, of which the 
nineteen Barren island bears are i>er- 
f haps the most valuable. 
The bird col­ 
lection includes specimens of the whis­ 
tling swan, 
black 
brant. 
Hutchins’ 
goose, northern and 
red phalarope, 
snowflake. Lapland longspur, parasitic 
jaeger, red throated loon aud willow* 
ptarmigan, all from the vicinity of 
Colville delta. 
Dr. Anderson said that the ex ped!* 
tion 
had collected enough scientific 
data of value to make It worth the 
four years and a Ila lf spent out of 
reach of civilization. 
“ We covered nearly Hie entire coast 
from 
Coleville 
river to 
Coronation 
gulf.” said Dr. Anderson, “making sev-j and spi,k.d a 
W n gallon can of alcohol 
era! trips inland 
along the 
Mackenzie. (a„ we had 
lefl) and knocked things 
about generally. Bears had also clean­ 
ed out a cache of ugynk (bearded seal) 
meat and blubber which Stefansson. 
bad made some distance dow n the ford. 
“We started back to Mackenzie delta 
on June 16. 1910, finding traveling 
much better, as the snow* had disap­ 
peared 
st rid 
w ater 
had 
run down 
through cracks, leaving a smooth sur­ 
face of solid ice five or six feet thick, 
but rapid lr disintegrating into sharp 
prismatic needles. 
“Travel was rapid, but exceedingly 
hard on the dogs' feet, which laid to lie 
protected to boots or often rewrapped 
in calico. 
Sailing from Kittigaryult 
on June IO. three days brought us from 
the ice fields to the almost tropical 
heat of the Mackenzie delta proper. 
Mosquitoes were abundant, and on the 
22d I found a robins’ nest with four 
young birds. 
The season seemed to 
he fully a month further advanced 
than it w as twenty-five or thirty miles 
north. 
Fresh moose tracks were seen, 
and rabbits appeared to be numerous. 
“ We crossed the divide on Sept. 21 
and camped on the southern slope, al­ 
though with no fuel but green willows.

His son, young Prince's father, was 
born in Russia and is also an Ameri- 
can citizen, but the father has never 
resided in America. 


Under the law of the United States 


American citizenship does not descend 
to the children of an American citizen 
who never resided in the 
United 


States. For this reason Prince is not 
an American. On the other hand, the 
Russian Iiw, under the state of facts, 
will not grant citizenship to Prince, 
and when he left Russia a year ago to 
come to America he could not get a 
regular passport and a special permit 
had to be obtained for him through 
diplomatic circles. 


He is now in the employ of the In- 


ternational Harvester company in this 
country, and unless congress makes 
him a citizen by special act he cannot 
travel between America and Russia, 
as his employers desire.

"The attack of the allies upon Tor- 


key was absolutely prearranged," he 
said. "Every 1'oot of the campaign and 
the part that each of the title powers 
was to play In tackling their giant 
neighbor and comuiou enemy wera 
planned last May. At that time a se- 
cret meeting of the military strategists 
of Montenegro, Servia, Greece and Bul- 
garia was held in a little town in Dal- 
matia. Accurate Information as to the 
strength anil degree of preparedness of 
the Turks was hi the possession of 
these strategists. They knew just when 
and where to strike. 


Knew War Was Inevitable. 


"I witnessed the mobilization of the 


Greeks nt Athens and then the mobili- 
zation of the Montenegrins at Cetinje. 
the capital of Montenegro. Everything 
went as smoothly as a well oiled ma- 
chine, and even while the big European 
powers were saying peace could be 
maintained the leaders of the various 
little nations knew war was as inevita- 
ble as the rising of the sun, because it 
had been determined upon. 


"Two days before the Montenegrins 


opened hostilities King Nicholas, the 
much beloved monarch of the little 
state, called me to an audience and 
gave me an advance tip. 


"'If you will go to Detchieh.' said 


he, naming a little Turkish town just 
across the border from Montenegro, 
'at 8 o'clock nest Wednesday morn- 
ing you will see the first gun of a vic- 
torious war fired.' 


"I followt'd his cdvice and promptly 


at the dot of S a. m. a big piece of 
field ordnance belched a solid shot 
across the valley to the fortifications 
behind the Turkish town. 
The war 


was on. 


"Instantly all the heavy cannon that 


the Montenegrins had secretly moved 
across the frontier during tho night 
and placed in positions previously se- 
lected opened up on the fortifications 
and the Turkish guns replied. I stood 
back with the staff of General Martin- 
ovich. tho commander of the Monte- 
negro army, and watched the action 
through tjeid glasses. 


Watching the First Sattle. 


"It was jrrirn. It was terrible. But 


there was something tremendously in- 
spiring in the sight of the two columns 
of Montenegrins moving forward with 
the precision of a football squad ad- 
vancing th« ball. Under cover of the 
heavy artillery firing the two columns 
pushed boldly up the heights toward 
the fortifications, deploying as thpy 
went, and soon the roar of volley fir- 
ing supplied a steady undertone to the 
booming of the heavy guns. 


"I could see the rending and smash- 


Ing of the Turkish fortifications under 
the exploding shells from the Monte- 
negrins' guns; watched the long line of 
white cottonball puffs along the para- 
pets where the red crescent flag waved: 
followed the detached blocks of men 
clambering up the heights. Inexorably 
closing in on the doomed fortress. 


"Finally, after about five hoars of 


fighting, there was a faint cheer borne 
across the valley, even above the roar 
of guns, aud I saw the Montenegrins 
sweep forward in the final dash up the 
slope to the parapets of the Sort itself. 
Soon it was all over. The red Bag- 
wavered and dropped, and in its p'ace 
rose the flat; of little Montenegro, while 
bugles saluted it." 


Montenegrins Wonderful Fighters. 
Mr. Mos<!s sa:cl he witnessed two 


other minor engagements at Tuzl and 
Tchlpchamlk aud saw the preliminary 
skirmished of the sigge of Scutari. 


"The Montenegrins are born fight- 


ers," said the retiring minister. "Phys- 
ically they are such magnificent men 
that anybody under six feet in height 
Is counted a dwarf. General Martino- 
vich, th« commander, is the one great 
dynamo of the country—commander, 
secretary of state, treasurer and every- 
thing elf-e combined. He is a marvel. 


"The first rictories over the Turks 


were expected by the allies, but it has 
been n great surprise to them as we!! 
aa to the European observers that tho 
Turks have not recovered from their 
initial reverses. The allies expected 
grim resistance, yet they have just be- 
gun to meet it at the doors of Con- 
•tanUnople Itself."

Farmers Parcels Post. 


Before long, farmers will be deliv- 


ered food products direct to town 
customers by parcels post. 


Take the case of a farmer living 10 


miles from this city, lie, of course, 
realizes that many people would like 
to buy eggs, fruits, butter, vegetables, 
etc., direct from the farms. But the 
time of himself or a capable man, 
delivering such products from door to 
door, with borse or 
automobile, 


would be worth at least .$4 to $5 a 
day. 


Add to this the loss to his business 


from his absence. Probably alto- 
gether it would cost him at least $10 
a. day. 


The parcels post would permit a 


farmer to mail 20 five pounds pack- 
ages to customers in this town for 
$3.40. Lighter packages would be 
Much less. In cases wbere he lives 
on a rural route, lie could mail them 
to the town where the route starts 
for $1.80. His customers will pay 
the postage and advertising bills to 
get fresh goods and save middlemen's 
profit.

Our 
sleds were soon stalled, and we were 
delayed three davs cutting trees, hew- 
ing out boards and making toboggans. 


Had Porcupine Dinner. 


"A trail hnd to be suowshoed ahead, 


and travel was slow, all bands 'slug- 
ging* io harness with the dogs. Two 
porcupines and a great gray owl prov- 
ed welcome additions to our larder. 
Canada jnys were observed a few miles 
north of the limit of spruce trees, and 
ravens were often in sight. 


"During the latter part of December 


we saw many caribou, at one-time 
more than 1.000 within rifle range—a 
magnificent spectacle. We lived in 
tents nutil Dec. 2". wueu we built a 
hut of poles covered with blocks of 
moss, living in it until late in January, 
occasionally seeing cariboo, which 
were always moving eastward. 


"We bad a rather thrilling experi- 


ence in the fall of the next year. 1909, 
when, after n hard trip over deep soft 
•now with heavily loaded sleds, w* 
crossed a deep estuary seven or eight 
•lie* wide at the month of • lane 
Hrer known as the Knfallak(th* west- 
ern month of the Andenon rirer). 


"We rrossiJ In a Mfc* 


nd were stopped near the eastern aide 
• atrip of very tbl» ice. bom MO 


to ""ft yards wide. 
We followed Olf 


ed^t- of this lead south for, about aalf 
a mile and barely succeeded in cross- 
ing a lead about seventy-five yards 
wide, rushing the sleds across 
although the ice sagged deeply. 


"On the morning of Nov. 23. 1J09, 


three of us left Horton 'river to grt a 
large number of needed articles caijied 
in an old house near the wreck of the 
steam whaler Alexander at Cape par- 
ry. The thermometer stood at 31 de- 
gree below zero, and a gale was biow- 
ing from west-northwest, with snotv 
drifting everywhere, but as the wind 
wa-s a little abaft we made good time. 


"We expected to reach Langton bay 


in one 'sleep,' so took only six small 
fist- with us—one each for supper anil 
the same for breakfast. But the next 
day the wind increased, blowing all 
the ice away from the beach, necessi- 
tating much hard pulling over bare 
ground :iml sand covered snow. Nov. 
25 we were unable to travel at all, and 
we reached Langton bay on the even- 
ing of the 2fltb after a fast of sixty 
hours. 


Bears Raided Stores. 


"\Ve reached the cache near the 


wreck of the Alexander on Dec. 3. 
Polar bears had broken into the house 
and devoured four boxes (about 500 
pounds) of whale blubber (all our dog 
food), two slabs of bacon, overturned 
and spilled a ten gallon can of alcohol 
(all we had left) and knocked things 
about generally. Bears had also clean- 
ed out a cache of ugynk (bearded seal) 
meat and blubber which Stefansson 
had made some distance down the ford. 


"We started back to Mackenzie delta 


on .Tune 
Ifi. 11)10, 
finding traveling 


much bettor, as the snow had disap- 
peared and 
water had run down 


through cracks, leaving a smooth sur- 
face of solid ice live or sis feet thick, 
but rapidly disintegrating into sharp 
prismatic needles. 


"Travel was rapid, but exceedingly 


ha nl on tlif dogs' feet, which had to be 
protected by boots or often rewrapped 
in calico. 
Sailing from Kittigaryuit 


on Jnne Ml. three days brought us from 
the ici- fields to the almost tropical 
heat of the Mackenzie delta proper. 
Mosquitoes were abundant, find on the 
21M 1 found a robins' nest with four 
youus birds. 
The season seemed to 


be fully a month further advanced 
than it was twenty-five or thirty miles 
north. Fresh moose tracks were seen, 
and rabbits appeared to be numerous. 


"We crossed the divide on Sept. 21 


and camped on the southern slope, al- 
though with no fuel but green willows. 
Next day wo moved south about six 
miles before we sighted a band of ten 
caribou. Wi- made camp at once and 
succeeded jn killing eight It was dark 
before 1 finished skinning two for speci- 
mens, and, failing to find camp. I was 
obliged to u-alk the rest of the night to 
keep from freezing. 


"During our entire four years and a 


half the times when we depended upon 
the supplies we brought from civiliza- 
tion «e often went hungry, but the 
year during which \ve lived on the 
coun;r.\ 
w»; never missed a single 


meal." 


"Whenever \ve sot m touch with 


ships. lu:wever. a certain amount of 
provisions must be obtained to satisfy 
native employees, who seemed to con- 
sider 
Hie "luxuries" of civilization 


(flour. mohiNt-es. etc.) uioi'e necessary 
than ilM either Stefansson or myself. 
A native lives only in the present and 
considers that he is .justified in do- 
mamling whatever creature comforts 
are obtainable, while we were willing 
to make sacrifices in order to accom- 
plish nn end some distance in the fu- 
ture. 


Hard Sledding With Specimens. 
"After Dr. Stefansson had left the 


party I went back to Coronation gulf, 
where my ],00»> specimens had been 
cached 
We loaded them on sledges, 


of which we had only two, and drag 
getl them in three trips to Bailie is- 
land, ninety miles away, the total 
weight of the whole collection being 
about live tons. 
By a mere lucky 


chance \v« wore able to hail the whaler 
Belvedere, which cleared from Bed- 
ford. U. 1.. thirty years ago and has 
never returned to the Atlantic coast. 


"We lo.-uleil the specimens and then 


spent several 
months cruising for 


whale*, of which we got a number of 
fine specimens. 
We killed them with 


hard lances, at the end of which were 
concussion bombs, which exploded in- 
side the whale's body. 


"I repacked everything at San Fran- 


cisco, including a fine collection ot 
nineteen rare Barren Land bears."
